Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3, 6, 8, 9, 1 1-13, 19-23, and 25-28 (renumbered 1-17) are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1, 3, 6, 8, 9, 1 1-13, and 26-28, claim 1 discloses a method comprising a 
step of using logical track mapping by deriving a first cylinder offset (FCO) value partly based 
on a logical offset scalar between a first track in a first track set and a second track in a second 
track set of first and second non-coaxial track sets, so as to optimize a headswitch seek within 
each of many intermediate logical cylinders identified in the mapping, which is neither disclosed 
or an obvious variation of the prior art. 
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Regarding claims 19-23, claim 19 discloses a device comprising a storage element 
containing a first calibration value associated with a first set of the non-coaxial track sets and a 
second calibration value associated with a second set of the non-coaxial track sets of a logical 
track mapping, the calibration values selected so that a predetermined cylinder X includes a first 
track in the first set that logically overlaps a second track in the second set, the first track not 
being optimized for use with the second track to optimize a same-cylinder headswitch seek 
between the track sets, which is neither disclosed or an obvious variation of the prior art. 

Regarding claim 25, reasons for allowance are as discussed in the previous Office action 
mailed February 22, 2007.
